TRAINING OF PSYCHO- 
ANALYSTS 


L.C.C. PERMISSION 


The London County Council 
by a majority recently approved 
a decision to allow lay psycho- 
analysts to be present at the 
examination of patients at a 
mental hospital Mr. E. G. 
Culpin, the Chairman, presided. 

The Mental Hospitals Committee 
reported that they had decided, to 
grant permission asked for by the 
director of research of the Institute 
of Psycho-Analysis for a small num- 
ber of lay analysts in training ot the 
Institute to observe the reactions of 
patients when they were being ex- 
amined at the St, Bernard's Hospital, 
The medical stat of the hospital had 
expressed willingness to co-operate 
in the arrangement. The permission 
was to be pranted for one year, after 
which the matter would be reviewed. 


“OPEN TO QUESTION” 


Mr. F, S. Henwood moved that the 
matter be deferred until! the com- 
mittee of the British Medical Asso- 
ciation. now investigating the ques- 
tlon of non-medical psycho-nnalysis 
had reported. He sald the proposal 


to allow’ persons who had no medical} ~ 


training to be present when patients 
were being examined was open to 
question. .They were dealing with 
persons who had been sent to a men- 
tal hospital under a miagistrote’s 
order. They were there at the 
merey of the council and the council 
hod speelal responsibilities to them. 
‘It might also be well to refer the 
question to their own medical officers 
as a body. 


Mr. J, R. Oldfield sald the Institute 
of Psycho-Analysis was a perfectly 
proper body in every. way. The 
trainces were merely to be present 
as observers. The peoplo observed 
would be so acutely deranged that 
they would be unconscious of the 
presence of the trainees. The coun- 
el, as the public authority -in Lone 
don, had the o concentration. of 
acute cases available.

WAR RELIC 
BOMB FILLED WITH 
FIREWORK POWDER 
WARNING BY HOME 

OFFICE EXPERT 


. Fragments of a Mills “pineapple” 
Bomb, which exploded and killed a 
14-year-old) boy who filled it with 
fire-work powder on November 5, 
were handed to an inquest jury at 
Brighton recently. 

The bomb, a relic of the Great 
War, wns brought back from the 
Ypres battlefields by the — boy, 
Donald Arthur ‘Parker, of Spring- 
street, Brighten, when he visited 
Belgium at Easter. 


The force of the expldsion, caused 
when the flrework powder ignited 
high explosives still in the bomb, 
shattered the windows of a house 
and tore five pleces of concrete out 
of a wall 


Returning a verdict of accidental 
death, the jury appenled to people 
stlll possessing war relics, such as 
bombs and curtridges, to surrender 
them at once to the nearest police 
station. 


The cogoner, Mr. Ronald. Webb, 
sud, “While these bombs are left 
with high explosives in them there 
is always the risk of -an accident. 
One may be in a private house to 
which fremen have been cated. The 
flames may reach the bomb while 
the fremen are there. ‘ 


“HAND THEM TO POLICE” 


Capt. C. W. Ede, Home Office 
Inspector of Explosives, sald, “There 
is a large number of these souvenirs 
stil] in private houses. Many owners 
do not know that they still contain 
explosives, E 

‘In many causes the article Is be- 
coming more dangerous with age. 
These souvenirs should be handed to 
the nearest police-station. 


“They should not be tampered with 
to find out whether they contain 
explosives. It is quite possible that

“Ruddigore,” as -bold an experiment for the Hongkong 
Philharmonte Socicty to attempt now as ft was for the d’Oyly 
Carte Opera Company to put on in London more than 59 years 
ago, opencd at the Queen’s Theatre yesterday for a four-day run. 

The reception of this dificult burlesque and the appreciation 


of its beautiful muste, were most cordial. 
There remain many deficiencles which can 


be passed over 


kindly because the production {s, first ‘and foremost, the attempt 


of amateurs to present Gilbert 


and Sullivan toa Colony that 


would otherwise be without such entertainment. 


“Ruddlgore" Is one of the most un- 
conventional works of the Gilbert 
and Sullivan repertoire and the au- 
thors themselves might be criticised 
for not bringing the full forces of the 
male and femole choruses into play 
carlicr to set a vigorous tempo. As 
{t Js, Rose Maybud and her coun- 
try lover nre hardly adcquate to in- 
fuse the atmosphere of the full-blood- 
ed burlesque which develops. 

A good start js made with the 
raising of the curtain when the large 
and attractlve girl chorus comes on 
with the lilting song “Fair {s Rose,’ 
the solo part of which is taken by 
Noreen Jordan. Her voice Is_swect 
but Incks volume. Then Hannoh 
sings one of the best known of the 
opera's sonns, “Sir Rupert Murgn- 
troyd, his Icisure," and then follows 
a lull in which Rose and Robin 
make themselves acquainted with the 
audience. : 

Excellent Trio 

The arrival of: Richard and his 
catchy songs starts the ball rolling 
a little fnster and two more choruses 
help. There is a really excellent 
trio, “In salling o'er life's ocean 
wide,” which 1s capped by the debut 
of Mad Margaret in “Cheerily carols 
the Inrk." Richard and Sir Despard 
are then together In a clever cong 
and chorus and the finale is a fine 
musical wind-up with “Hail the 
bride” in which Rose Maybud makes 
her choice of a husband. 


The second nct calls for some cla-| 


borate stage pieces, representing the 
picture gallery. of a castle in which 
the ghosts of the Murgatroyds look 
cut at the audience from their 
frames. A timely darkening: of: the 
stage, ond living actors replace the 
pletures to engage in the male 
choruses which are the highlights of 
the opera. “When the night wind 
howls” and “In begone days" arc two 
of these dramatic pieces, of which 
the best {s made. é 


Now Leaders Found 

Notable in the performance is the 
absence of several experienced artis- 
tes, whose appearance in Philhar- 
monic annuals has come to be ac- 
cepted. Several reasons conspired 
to rob the Society of these lenders 
und recruits had to-be found. These 
showed a promise which should be 
made good in future productions, but 
In “Ruddigore," inexperience makes 
large holes in the smooth and rapid 
unfolding of the story.

Barton has a 
fine voice and he was given good 
support by a strong male chorus in 
the dramatic ghost songs of the 
second Act. 


Effective Duet 

Ruby Mathieson sings an effective 
duct with him when events move 
quickly towards a crisis well-built 
up by the “ancestor” chorus. Ruby 
Mathicson is well known ‘to the 
Hongkong public and St Is regrettable 
that she has not more scope in 
“Ruddigore,”. where she plays a 
rather small part, 


Old Adam Goodheart is quite well 
portrayed by G. Harold Piercy, who 
has more to do as the play gocs on. 

The chorus, both men‘and girls, is 
one of the best the Society has had 
and, coupied with picturesque cos- 
tumes, forma a_ substantlal back- 
ground to the action. 

A word is necesnnry in praise of 
the orchestra, which under the able 
baton of Mr. H. B. Jordan, Band- 
master of the Royal Scots, contributes 
greatly to the success of the opera.

Appeal Against Damages 
By Cinoma Owner 


When the appeal of Ne Paok-to, 
proprictor of the Central Theatre, 
from a judgment of $17,500 damages 
given against him, wns dismissed on 
December 1, 2 request for a written 
judgment was made and this was 
delivered yesterday. 

The case was one in which the 
Unique Film Production Co. had suc- 
cessfully claimed damages against Ng 
for his fallure to exhibit the talking 
picture “Tuk Mul Kwai" (The 
Poisoned Rose). 

The Court of Appeal comprised 
Mr, Justice R, EB. Lindsell and Mr. 
Justice, E. H. Willinms, who con- 
curred in the former's written judg- 
ment, given in brief below. 

This appenl, which ~ we have 
already dismissed, was onc from the 
judgment of Sir Atholl MacGregor, 
by which he decided In favour of the 
pinintiffs (now the respondents) a 
preliminary point of Jaw arising out 
of the pleadings in this action and 
ordered to be argued and determined 
before trial. 

That point. was, and fs, this—whe- 
ther or no, taking all the circum- 
stances of the cuse into considera~ 
tion, the appellant is entitled in law 
to rescission of his contract with the 
respondents on the ground that at the 


.| entitles 


time of the contract the respondents 
were aware of the fact, which they 
did not disclose to the appellant, of 
an adverse claim to copyright in the 
film whlch was the subject matter of 
the contract. 

On January 28 or 29, the appellant 
for the first time Icarnt ‘that pro- 
ceedings had been started against the 
respondents for infringement - of 
copyright, which If successful would 
be followed by similar. proceedings 
niainst the appellant, claiming ex~ 
emplary damages. 


Counter-Clatm Filed 


As ao result of this threat, 
solely as a result thereof, the ap- 
pellant repudiated the contract und 
declined to exhibit the film, and 
when sued by the respondents for 
damages for failure to exhibit, coun- 
ter-claimed for the rescission of the 
contract sued upon and for the retum 
of his $3,000 bargain moncy. 

‘He based his counterclaim on the 
submission that non-disclosure by 
the respondents of the adverse claim 
him to rescission. The Court 
below held that he wos not so entitl- 
ed.and from that. decision. he .2p-

Jf 1 understand aright the aorgu- 
ment of uppellant's Counsel, it falls 
under two heads. He contends, first- 
jy that the respondents’ failure to 
disclose thelr knowledge of the ad- 
verse claim amounted to such misre- 

resentation os to entitle the appel- 
ant to repudiate; and secondly, even 
if there was no actual representation, 
yet in all the circumstances of this 
ease there was a duty in the res- 
pondents to disclose the existence of 
the adverse claim and that breach of 
that duty entitled the appellant to re- 
pudiate. 

As to the first of these arguments, 
it is only necessary to ask what fact 
or state of effairs was misrepresented 
by the respondents to the appellant. 
The answer, as.I see it, is “none.” 

Good Title to Film 

Certainly the appellant was in- 
duced to enter Into a contract with 
the respondents by the _ representa- 
tion that they had a good title to.the 
film, but there Is no evidence what- 
ever that that representation ever 
was false, ever became false or is 
false to-day. 

So far os the second part of Coun- 
sel's argument is concerned, I cannot 
agree with his submission that in the 
particular circumstances of this case 
there was, quite apart from any 
question of actual misrepresentation, 
a duty in the respondents to disclose 
to the appellant the fact of the ad-

NTO Hongkong _ the 
other day, by air-mai 
from a lonely farm in 
Kenya Colony; came a tiny 
whitewood ‘box no larger 
than a matchbox and smaller 
than the linen label attached 
to it. 

It was delivered toa Pan 
American Clipper and taken 


dctuss the ‘Pacific to complete a 
14,000 mile journey by air. 


These insects came from the 
headquarters of one of 
strangest armies on earth, the 
army of expert campaigners of 
the Imperial Institute of Ento- 
mology, whose invisible war 
against marauding insects is 
saving the world £100,000,000 a 
year, and on the winning of 
which depends our very exist- 
ence, physical and economic.

HOSE insects were 
samples of the 8,000,- 


000 insect specimens housed and, 


catalogued at the Natural His- 
tory Museum in London. 


From all over the world come 
appeals to the “Parasite Zoo”— 
and very soon a battalion of 
warrior parasites are recruited 
from the’ breeding: station and 
sent off by the air-liner, safely 
enclosed in special cold-storage 
containers, with rations for the 
journey composed of such tasty- 
bits as raisins and sugar and 


water, 


NHAT is but one brief 
chapter in the story 
of man’s ceaseless war against 
marauding insects—insects 
which represent sixty per cent. 
of all living things on this earth, 
and which would soon over-run 
us, killing our sheep and cattle, 
destroying our crops, cutting 
down our trees, blighting our 
vegetation, and spreading anni-_ 
hilating plagues, if permitted to 
have. their own irresponsible, 
destructive way. 


Every week some 2,000 Ictters 
arrive from every corner of the 
world atthe Imperial Institute 
of Entomology; every day 
packages of all shapes and sizes 
—cigar-boxes, cigarette tins, 
bamboo _° tubes, ~ hand-made 
wooden, containers—arrive with 
apecimon corpses of bandit in- 
sects. -And almost every day 
legions of anti-pests are sent out 
to the remotest part of the world 
to battle against the hordes, 


A popular parasite entigrant 
is. Alysia Manducator, an insect 
which ig in great demand in 
Australia. . The grub is sent out 
in the chilling-room of a steam- 
er, dormant in a bed of earth. At 
the end of its travels the grub 
hatches into a fly, which likes 
nothing better than to feed on 
the grub of the blow-fly which 
can kill sheep to the value of 
£3,000,000 in: one-year. 


: THEN there is the saw- 
.™ fly parasite, which. is 
plentiful in Britain but which, 
until recently, did. not exist in 
Canada. Unfortunately the saw- 
fly has the annoying habit of. 
tunnelling inside wheat stems 
and. mowing down acres of grain 
long before the harvest is duc. 
It is an expensive pastime, cost- 
ing Canadian farmers millions 
of dollars a year. Fe

To-day there ure over three 
hundred —highly-trained — spe- 
cialists sparing neither time 
nor effort in finding new means 
of defence and attack. Their 
work is not confined to the 
laboratory; their active service 
takes them into the remotest 
places in search of the scientific 
proof of the theory upon which 
they are staking everything, the 
theory that (to paraphrase an

That is why this year prepara. 
tions were made, well in advance, 
for defensive action against an 
attack of the  desert-locust.

South of the desert- 
locusts are the tropical-locusts, 
stretching from French Equa- 
torial Africa to Tanganyika; 
south of these are the red- 
locusts, then the brown-locusts, 
whose terrifying hordes cost the 
Union of South Africa £2,000,- 
a year and ean strip areas larger 
than England completely clean 
of green life. 

ARMIES of insects, 
known and unknown, 
are always attacking. They cost 
Canada £25,000,000 a year, India 
£160,000,000 a year, and America 
£400,000,000. At fhome_ Bri- 
tain’s farmers are not without

attacked for the first time by the 
deadly black aphis, whose total 
annual damage here cannot be 
computed. It also attacked 
mangels and beans, while legions 
of caterpillars devoured acres of 
cabbages, and deadly armies of 
wireworms moved across our 
wheatlands and did untold 
damage to the cereal crops.

“Ruddigore,” as. bold tin experiment for the Hongkong 


Philharmonic, Society to attempt now ng it was for the d’Oyly 
Carte Opera Company to put on In London more than 50 years 
ago, opened at the Queen's Theatro yesterday for a four-day run. 

Tho reception of this difficult burlesque and the appreciation 
of its beautiful music, were most cordial. 

Thore remain many deficiencies which can be passed over 
kindly because the production is, fret and foremost, the attempt 
of amateurs to present Gilbert and Sullivan toa Colony that 
would otherwise be without such entertainment. 


“Ruddigore" is one of the most un- 
conventional works of the Gilbert 
and Sullivan repertoire and ‘the au- 
thors themselves might be criticised 
for not bringing the full forces of the 
male and-female choruses into Play 
earlier to set a vigorous tempo, As 
{t_ is, Rose Maybud ond her coun- 
try Iover are hardly adequate to in- 
{use the atmosphere of the full-blood- 
ed burlesque which develops. 

A good start is made with the 
rafsing of the curtain when the large 
and attractive girl chorus comes on 
with the Hlting song “Fair fs Rose," 
the solo part of which Is taken by 
Noreen Jordan, Her voice {s sweet 
but Incks volume, Then Hannah 
+sings one of the best Known of the 
opera's songs, “Sir. Rupert Murga- 
troyd, hls Ielsure,"" and then follows 
a lull in which Rose and Robin 
make themselves acquainted with the 
audience, . 

Excellent Trio : 

The arrival of Richard and his 
catchy songs starts the ball rolling 
a tue faster and two more choruses 
‘help.

HAT is but one brief 
chapter in the story 
of man’s ceaseless war against 
marauding insects—insects 
which represent sixty per cent. 
of all living things on this earth, 
and which would soon over-run

destructive way. 


Every week some 2,000 letters 
arrive from every corner of the 
world at the Imperial Institute 
of Entomology; every day 
packages of all shapes and sizes 
—cigar-boxes, cigarette tins, 
bamboo tubes, ‘hand-made 
wooden containers—arrive with 
specimen corpses of bandit in- 
sects. And almost’ every day 
legions of anti-pests are sent out 
to the remotest part of the world 
to battle‘against the hordes. 


‘A popular parasite emigrant 
js Alysia Manducator, an insect 
which is in great demand in 
Australia. The grub is sent out 
in the chilling-room of a steam- 
er, dormant in a bed of earth. At 
the end of its travels the grub 
hatches into a fly, ‘which likes 
nothing better than to feed on 
the grub of the blow-fly which 
can kill sheep to the value of 
£3,000,000 in one year.

. (THEN there is the saw- 

fly parasite, which is 

plentiful in Britain but which, 
until recently, did not exist in 
Canada. Unfortunately the saw- 
fly has the annoying habit: of 
tunnelling inside wheat stems 
and mowing.down acres of grain 
long before the harvest is duc. 
It is an expensive pastime, cost- 
ing Canadian farmers millions 
of dollars a year.

His triumph is now history. 
But what is not so well, known 
is the fact that at that time there 
was scarcely one officially ac- 
eredited entomologist in the Bri- 
tish Empire. 


To-day there are over three 
hundred highly-trained — spe- 
cialists sparing neither time 
nor effort in finding new means 
of defence and attack. Their 
work is not. confined to the 
laboratory; their active service 
takes. them into the remotest 
places in search of thé scientific 
proof of the theory upon which 
they are staking everything, the 
theory that (to paraphrase an 


old rhyme) 


If big fleas have little fleas 
Upon their’ backs to bite 
em, 


Then little fleas 
fleas, 
And so ad infinitum!

: That is why this year prepara- 
tions were made, well in advance, 
for defensive action against. an 
attack of the. desert-locust. 
Years of field-study have shown 
that the locust, whose damage 
is appalling and incalculable, 
swarms {fn cycles of ten or eleven 
years. : 


But there are locusts and 
locusts. South of:the desert- 
locusts are the  tropical-locusts, 
stretching from French . Equa- 
torial Africa to. Tanganyika; 
south of these are the red- 
locusts, then the brown-locusts, 
whose terrifying hordes cost the 
Union of South Africa £2,000;- 
a year and can strip areas larger 
than England completely clean 
of green life.

RMIES~ of __ insects, 
known and unknown, 
are always attacking. They cost 
Canada £25,000,000 a year, India 


"£160,000,000 a year, and America 


£400,000,000. At home Bri- 
tain’s farmers are not without 
their insect troubles. Because 
of the prolonged drought in the 
spring British sugar-beet was 
attacked for the first time by the 
deadly black aphis, whose total 
annual damage here eannot be 
computed. It also attacked 
mangels and beans, while legions 
of caterpillars devoured acres of 
cabbages, and deadly armies of 
wireworms moved across our 
wheatlands and did untold 
damage to the cereal crops. 


But the fight goes on. Each 
new. type of crop produces a new 
‘insect enemy for whom there 
must be found a parasite, or 
anti-pest. Man cannot rest in 
this world-wide war. : 


It was Sir Guy Marshall, in 
his capacity of Director of the 
Imperial Institute of Entomology 
—or C.-in-C. of the Anti-Pest 
Army—who once said that if the 
were allowed to have 
their own way they could destroy 
the world’s vegetation . in .one 
year. 


That gives you some idea of 
the debt we owe to those scien- 
tists whom we facetiously call 
“bug-hunters.” But the true 
value of their work can never be 
assessed in terins‘of‘£ s, d.

“Severot letters passed between the 
parties, the Jockey: Club stating that 
the amount of fedder cach pony 
should recelve was entirely a matter 
between the owner and traincr—with 
which T agree, However, the Jockey 
Club went on to.say that the trainer 
had said that ench pony consumed 
45%4 Ibs. excess fodder ench per 
month, : : 

“It {5 remarkable, that each animal 
should have so exactly shared the 
excess complained of, 

“Mr. Brayfleld wrote back that he 
could not accept this statement as 
offording — substantin! proof, Tis 
argument was that there were nine 
or ten other ponies in these stables 
and the umount of feed for ench 
could be measured. It had since 
come to Hight that the feed was 
measured scparately but no records 
were kept. 

“The Stewards had been kept in- 
formed of the progress of events and 
eventually, when Mr, Brayfleld was 
sul not satisfied, one Steward to 
whom the matter had been circulated 
wrote that he saw no reason why the 
account should not be paid, 


“SHOULD NOT WORRY US” 

“Mr, Brayficld should not worry us 
in this stupid manner. If he docs 
not pay, he should be tirned out of 
the Club,” : ’ 

“Mr. Brayfleld was told that if he 
did not ngree with the uccount, he 
must move his ponies from | the 
premises and, In a (ollowing Ictlor he 
wus told that his name had been 
posted under Article 79 of the Club's 
Articles, 

. “Having been treated in this wa 
Mr. Bruyfleld — consulted Messra’ 
Wilkinson ond ‘Grist, who wrote to 
the defendants pointing out that it 
wos abundintly clear from the 
correspondence that Mr, Brayficld 
was not unnble to pay the account 
but was disputing it, and therefore 
the Club hud no right to post his 
name up tnder Article 79, as .it 
only referred to undisputed claim. 
\ 


APOLDGY REQUESTED 

“The letter also asked for an 
apology within one week, posted not 
only in the Clubhouse but also to 
be: published in the Press, 

“At that time Mr, Brayfeld was 
not making any claim for damages, 
us he was not out to make moncy, 
but asked that his fegal expenses, 
which were then extremely small, 
be paid. , 

“On behalf of the + defendants, 
Messrs, Johnson, Stokes and Master 
sent a reply: in which they sald that 
the Stewards. went into the matter 
and had satisNed themselves that 
the account was correct, at the sume 
time saylng they had*no alternative 
but, to. post Mr. Brayfield's name. 
They further said thelr actlun was 
without malice but was privileged, 

“Messrs, Wilkinson and Grist sub- 

sequently sent another Ietter to the 
defendants, polnting out that the 
malice underlying the Sibel was the 
phrase ‘no alternative’, 
‘ “Defendants had two alternatives, 
one of which was to take legal action 
to recover the moncy and the other 
to sell the ponies and satisfy them- 
selves wlth. the debt, which they 
were entitled to do. 


DID NOT REPLY 

“Curiously enough, the defendants, 
although they sald they were acting 
in a way jn which they could only 
act, did not reply to this tetter." 

Counsel then referred to the 
formal ploadings, In which plaintiff 
alleged that the innuendo from the 
notice was that defendants meant or 
understood to mean that he was un- 
able to pay his account, was a de- 
faulter, and that If the account, was 
not pald within seven days he 
ceased to be a member of the Club, 

The defence admitted publication 
of the notice, that it meant plaintir 
had failed to pay his account and 
that In consequence he wos a da& 
faulter, Defendants, however, claim- 


ed their action was a pr. re, but 
. this, Counsel submitted-Was a matter 
entirely for the Court.

I said I was 
still waiting substantlal cvidence 
that the ponies had ever had this 
excess and F pointed.out that Mr, 
Brown's letter—to a mon with Mr.
